Mahone Pays Off a Treasured Grudge in 
Virginia—Office-Holders Have a Hard 
Time in Minnesota’s Republican Gath- 
ering—Ex-Senator Ingalls Comes Out 
of Retirement in Kansas— Meetings in 
Ten States. 


HuTcuinson, Kan., May 5.—The meeting of 
the Republican State Convention here to-day 
marks the return from his enforced retire- 
ment of ex Senator John J. Ingalls to politics 
in Kansas. There is every indication, ifthe 
pulse of to-day’s gathering ;,is a 
correct measure of sentiment, that 
Ingalis is still the most popular 
with his party of all the Kansas Republican 
leaders. His popularity a year ago began to 
ebb, the charge having been made that after 
his defeat for re-election to the Senate he 
withdrew to histent and sulked there, not 
caring so long as he had been turned 
down what became of the party 
in Kansas. Mr. Ingalls allowed _ this 
charge to pass unchallenged for nearly a 
year. Finally he proved it false, showing 
that the party managers had not asked him 
to participate in the campaign ofa year ago, 
and had ignored him in all their councils and 
plans. This showing not only restored him 
in the affections of the rank and file of his 

“party, but carried him iar beyond the crest 


of his former popularity. 

He will certainly be placed at the head of 
the delegation to Minneapolis if he decides to 
accept the place. 

Those who are actively at work in search of 
@ place in the delegation are Simon Bear of 
Topeka, Maj. Calvin Hood of Emporia, busi- 


mess partner of the late Senator Plumb; Ed- 


ward .ittle of Abilene, C. W. McDonaid of 
Concordia, A. H. Ellis of Beloit, A. L. Bigger 
of Hutchinson and §&.

OFFICE-HOLDERS WORKING AGAINST ODDS FOR 
HARRISON. 


ST. Pau, Minn., May 5.—The Republican 
State Convention met at 11 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Last night it was thought that the reso- 
jJutions were not to instruct for Harrison and 
the same thing is true to-day, but an attempt 
seems likely to be made tothat end. Sucha 
resolution has been drawn up and will be 
presented, but there seems to be lit- 
tle, if any, prospect that it will 


go through as the opposition to such a move 
is decided. The officeholders in the conven- 
tion are the leaders in the movement to intro- 
duce the resolution. It will probably be at 
once referred to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, and by that committee carefully sup- 
pressed, and it is considered bad policy to 
attempt to instruct when there is so much 
opposition tothe move. dt is barely possible 
that the rosolution might ass, 
but it would only be after a ght, 
which would result in injury to the party. 
As to the delegates at large, the men men- 
tioned last night, Stanford Newell, ex Gov. 
Pilisbury, Frank A, Day and F. B. Daugherty, 
will probably be chosen. Aresolution in 
dorsing the Hatch-Washburn anti-option 
bill has been drawn up and is in the pocket 
of a Minneapolis delegate ready to be sprung 
on the convention.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 5,—Music Hall was 
filled this morning with the stalwarts 
of the Republican party gathered in 
State ‘and Congressional Conventions to 
elect delegates to the National Convention 
in Minneapolis. The State Convention was

WISCONSIN. 


REPUBLICANS WILL FOLLOW A PEEARRANGED 
PROGRAMME, . 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 5.—The Republican 
State Convention willopen here this after- 
noon, bDeing called to order by Hon. Henry C. 
Payne. Although the Democratic convention 
placed a full State ticket in nomination yes- 
terday, thelropponents to-day will simply 


elect delegates to Minneapolis, and the con- 
vention for the nomination of State officers 
will not be held until fall. The delegates to 
the National Convention have already been 
agreed upon. They are ex-Senator Spooner, 
that old veteran Gen. Lucius Fairchild, 
Senator Sawyer and Henry Payne. Ex-Gov. 
Hoard, however, would like to be one ofthe 
quartette, and the suggestion was made to- 
day that Payne should withdraw in his favor. 
This, however, he is not likely to do. Hoard 
will make no contest for the honor, 

The platform indorses the tariff legislation 
ofthe Fifty-first Congress, denounces ‘‘the 
narrow parsimony’’ of the present Demo- 
cratic Congress as ‘‘miscalled economy,’’ 
‘‘while we favor the use of both 
gold and silver as money metals, 
under conditions which shall guarantee their 
circulation at a continuing and substantial 
parity with each other, under existing cir- 
cumstances and conditions we are unalter- 
ably opposed to the free and unlimited coin.- 
age of silver.’’ 

The movement for an international silver 
conference is condemned, and a modification 
of the silver act of 1890 to enable the 
President to regulate silver pur- 
chases is recommended, The adminis- 
tration of President Harrison is 
mentioned as having splendidly vindicated 
the wisdom of mae gs + ee in electing himto 
the high office of the presidency, but no 
mention is made of instruction to dele- 
gates to vote for the renomination of 
the President. Educational issues of 
1890 are declared permanently settled and the 
*‘*Dodge’’ law is denounced as the most ob- 
jectionable form of paternal Jegislation. 
The platform concludes with a reference to 
the ‘‘gerrymander’’ decision as a source for 
congratulation.

THE PLUMED KNIGHT FAVORED IF HE CAN BE

POCATELLO, Idaho, May 5.—The Republican 
State Convention to select delegates to Min- 
neapolis will be called to order here this 
afternoon by Hon. J. Pinkham of Boise 
City.

Oil Mills Burned at Detroit—Several Fire- 
men Injured. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 5.—The ill-fated Union 
Linseed Oil Mills were again visited by fire 
early this morning.

The tames shot 
out of the windows and the Durning hot oll 
was thrown in all directions. The men on 
the engine-house dropped their lines and ran 
tor their lives and escaped with a few burns. 
The men from @éngine No. 8 were not so 
fortunate, Lieut. J. P. O’Rourke, Wm. Bur- 
gess, Jas. Broderick and Daniel Freeman, all 
pipemen, were very badly burned and were 
sent to the hospital. They were backing 
down the stairway when the flames overtook 
them and they hadto run through the mass 
of burning oil.

Seven Persons Killed and Many 
Injured in a Wreck.

A Santa Fe Train Goes Through a 
Broken Bridge. 


THE CALAMITY OCCASIONED BY THE RE- 
CENT HEAVY RAINS. 


Allthe Cars Piled Intoa Narrow Ravine 
Full of Water—List ofthe Killed and 
Injured—Oauses of the Calamity— 
Eleventh Death From the Philadelphia 
Fire Reported To-Day—Played With a 
Shotgun. 


MEDILL, Mo., May 5.—The Chicago limited 
express direct from the coastand San Fran- 
cisco was thrown through a bridge here at 
8 o’clock this morning. All the cars of the 
magnificent train, loaded with transconti- 
nental passengers, bound East, were buried 
in the waters of a flooded ravine. It is 
already known that many were crushed and 
drowned and more injured. It is thought 
that seven persons were killed outright and 
thirteen injured, The names ofthe killed or 
injured have not yet been obtained. 

Medill is a small town about twenty-five 
miles beyond the Mississipp!. Within a few 
miles of the place is a deep ravine, usually 
dry. It is spanned by a fifty-foot arch, 
which, itis supposed, the heavy rain of the 
past few days weakened and 
finally displaced. The wrecked train 
is due in Chicago this evening. 
Being an overland and a limited train, itis 
usually well filled with the best class of 
passengers, many of whom, it is belleved, 
are drowned beneath the waters of the 
flooded run. All the Sante Fe wires are 
down and the railway officials are anxiously 
endeavoring to discover the full extent of the 
accident. 

The accident was caused by a waterspout 
filling the ravine and carrying away the 
bridge. Thetrain plunged directly into the 
water from the broken rails and the cars 
must have piled themselves one on the 
other, as there are usually seven coaches in 
the train.

‘Btfort to Have the Indictment Quashed 

But Fail—Agent McAfee on the Stand. 


“he ease of the United States against Wm. 
Grimm came up for trial to-day in the United 
‘Btates District Court before Judge Thayer. 
The case is one which has already excited 
peculiar attention, owing to the nature of 
the chgrge against Grimm, which is that of 
sending obscene photographs through the 
mails. It is also stated that these photo- 
graphs, which were of nude or partially 
nude women, had been so made as to 
appear to be the photographs of certain well- 
known 8t. Louis ladies, Grimm, the defend- 
ant, was a photographer at Jefferson avenue 
and Olive street, and in preparing the 
obscene photographs for distribution it is said 
that hetransferred the photographs of the 
headsand faces of St. Louis ladies to the 
photographs of nude and partially nude 
women, making the pictures appearas pho- 
tographs ofthe former. The charge was first 
made in July, 1890, and Grimm was examined 
before United States Commissioner Crawford. 
The case wasthen brought before the United 
States Grand-jury, and Grimm was Indicted. 
At the hearing of his case to-day. Col, D. P. 
Dyer and Mr. Louis A. Steber appeared as 
counsel for defendant, United States District 
Attorney Geo. D. Reynolds prosecuting. 

DEMURRER OVERRULED. 

When the case was called this morning 
Col. Dyer offered a demurrer based on ex- 
‘ceptions tothe indictment returned against 
Grimm. The demurrer was filed and 
promptly overruled by the court, after which 
the jury in the case were impaneled. 

Wm. Grimm, the defendant, sat in the 
court-room directly behind Attorney Steber. 
Heisalarge, heavily built man, with stiff 
Dlack hair, a low, retreating forehead, 
aguliine nose and thick black mustache. He 
satsolow in his chair that his coat collar 
pushed about up to his ears, and during the 
taking of testimony he twisted his thumbs 
continually, as though under a considqrable 
nervous strain. 

Agent McAfee of the Society for the Sup- 
pression of Vice, who made the case against 
Grimm, was also present, sitting at the at- 
torneys’ table, and Col. Dyer seemed 
especially anxious toascertain if the agent 
was known to any ofthe jurors. He proved 
to be a total strangertothat body, and the 
taking of testimony then bégan. 

THE CASE OPENS. 

Agent Robt. W. McAfee was the first wit- 
Dess. Befvure he could be examined Col. Dyer 
erose and stated that the defense objected to 
the taking of any testimony under the pres- 
ent indictment, which, he argued, 
showed the commission of a State 
but not a Federal offense. Col. 
Dyer’s argument went back through the his- 
tory of the case and the work of the Vice 
Suppression Society officials in securing evi- 
dence against Grimm, and occupied e large 
portion of the forenoon, with Agent McAfee 
meanwhile cooped up in the _ wiit- 
ness stand. . Col. Dyer argued 
that no proof had been obtained 
of Grimm ’s having sent obscene photographs 
through the mails, nor eve that he had used 
the mails for the purpose of calling attention 
to the fact that he had lascivious and obscene 
pictures for sale. Under that lack of evi- 
defice, the attorney argued, it mattered not 
if a million obscene phetographs had been 
found in Grimm’s photographic studio at 
Jefferson avenue and Olive street, so far as 
the Federal Government was concerned. It 
was a question forthe State courts alone to

Bleyer, 2 Manual Training Boy, 
Challenges Prof. Krall 


HIS HONOR WAS WOUNDED BY BEING 
EJECTED FROM THE OLAS. 


The Professor Shows the White Feather 
and Refuses to Go Out and Have His 
Blood Spilt—The Bloodthirsty Young 
Student Indefinitely Suspended—An 
Interesting Incident. 


The spirit of the ‘‘code duello,’* which has 
so recently brought Messrs. Millbank, Bor- 
rowe, Fox and others to the attention of the 
two hemispheres, has cropped out within the 
walls of the conservative and revered Wash- 
ington University, Were challenges as read- 
ily accepted in St. Louls as such propost- 
tions seem to  0be in the Millbank 
school, the public might have been 
regaled ere this with the gory tale ofan en- 
counter between a very popular professor in 
the Manual Training depertment of Wash- 
ington University and one of his‘ grad- 
vating class, a youth who felt his honor 
was sullied by an almost forcible expulsion 
from acilass-room and that the stain could 
only be washed out with the deeper stain of 
blood. 

THE PRINCIPALS. 

The principals in the ‘‘honor cleansing’’ 
field were tobe William Bleyer of the 1892 
graduating class Manual Training School and 
Prof. George W. Krall, histeacher, The in- 
cidents which resulted in the breach bDe- 
tween professor and pupil occurred 
last week. Bleyer isa ‘‘bit of a lad’’ about 17 
years of age, and prior to this term made re- 
markable progress in the training school. 
Through some influence not Known he did 
not devote the energy or time to his studies as 
formerly andasthe end of school drew near 
he as well-as others saw nis cnances for grad- 
nating with his class were very poor. He be- 
came indifferent, so. it fs said, 
and in the midst of the _ professor’s 
most enthusiastic lectures he sat a 
listless hearer. On Tuesday of last week his 
conduct is said to have been anything but 
orderly anda repeated refraction of small 
class-room rules roused the ire of theteacher., 
Prof. Krall, it seems, finding scowls, 
sharp words and cautions of no avail, per- 
emptorily ordered the youth from the room. 
He went out amidst the smiles and ‘‘guys’’ 
of his classmates. 

CHALLENGED HIS TEACHER, 

Itis considered a disgrace to be almost 
physical helped out of a class-room in 
the training school for misconduct and young 
Bleyer felt it deeply, He retired toa room in 
the building andinthe heat of excitement, 
while his wounded feelings were still bleeding 
with the supposed indignity, he drafted a 
letter and addressed ft to his teacher, Prof. 
Krall. What he wrote inthe letter he will 
not state, and the teachers refuse to divulge 
its contents, except to say it would hardly be 
proper for print. It is understood he 
called his teacher some vile panies, and re- 
ferred to him in a very uncomplimentary 
manner and wound up by sayinu he might 
have the choice of weapons and to 
fix an early date when a_ settlement 
according to the code could 
he had. Prof. Krall received the epistle the 
following day, Wednesday, and Bleyer’s seat 
was found vacant when class began that 
morning, The professor, indignant at first, 
saw the humorous feature in.the affair later 
and not caring to keep a good joke all to him- 
self, he told the boys of the challenge, follow- 
ing it with a lecture on discipline and school 
manners. The ietter was turned over to 
prof, Woodward andit still remainsin his 


possession.

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THE INCOME TAX. 


The Bland resolution instructing the 
Ways and Means Committee to bring in a 
bill providing for an income tax is in the 
right direction and ig timely. The drift of 
conviction is urrdoubtedly setting against 
tariff taxation. The people are getting 
tired of having their taxes collected chiefly 
from the poor by indirection, and will soon 
insist upon knowing exactly what their 
revenue system costs them, They are.think- 
ing of direct taxation, and practically an 
income tax is the best and least objection- 
able yet devised. 

It places the burden upon wealth, /not 
upon indugtry. It dogs not discourage thrift 
nor throw the expense of the government 
upon the men least able to sustain it. The 
weight is apportioned directly in propor- 
tion to the ability to pay and the rich man 
with millions will no longer be able to 
dodge his duty and make his toiling fellow 
citizens support the State out of their 
scanty earnings. The rich will have to 
get off the backs of the poor, where they 
have been safely perched for so lang that 
they have come tothink it their vested 
right. 

Of course this proposal will be bitterly 
opposed by men of large incomes, and 
perhaps by all who think it is easier jto 
pay $100 in prices and other indirect 
ways than $10 directly. It does not seem 
credible that men should willingly suffer 
wrong simply because they are unable to 
locate or define it, and not only'to suffer

HIS DELEGATES CARRY OTT THE DEAL 
WITH DUE FORM

‘*Old Regularity’’ Surprises the Silks by 
Appearing in the Twentieth Ward Del- 
egation With a Silk Stocking Dele- 
gate’s Proxy—How He Ran the Ma- 
chine Throughout—His Tilt With Con- 
gressman Frank. 


The Twelfth Congressional District Dele- 
gate Convention met at Central Turner Hall 
this morning and elected ex-Con- 
gressman F, G. Niedringhaus and 
Nathan Cole as delegates to the 
Minneapolis Convention, and City ‘lreasurer 
Michael Foerstel and Charles Turner, a col- 
ored Filleyite, as alternates. The 
convention was managed by Filley from the 
outset, and his workers had the 
State ticket made up at bis caucus an hour 
before the convention opened. So the con- 
vention, after all, was simply a ratification 
meeting. . 

Filley faved better than he did at Jefferson 
City when he failed to get a proxy from his 
own ward, This morning a Twentieth Ward 
silk stocking delegate came to his 
rescue and he got on the 
flooor as a proxy delegate from 
his own ward andthe disciple of regular- 
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continued improvement of the Mississi 
al from the Falls of St. Anthony to th 

Both the Filley and the Frank resolutions 
were referred to the Platform Committee. 

The committees then retired and the con- 
vention took a recess for haif an hour. 

COMMITTEES REPORT. 

The Convention was resumed at noon and 
without any objection the Credentials Com- 
mittee’s report was adopted. There were no 
contests. 

The Permanent Organization Committee 
reported to make the temporary organization 
permanent, and this was adupted without 
any objecting votes. 

The Committee on Resolutions incorporated 
Filley’s resolution in its report as well as that 
offered by ex-Congressman Frank. 

CAUSED A WRANGLE. 

The last clause of the report of the Resolu- 
tions Committee was of a_ sensational 
kind, It was to the effect that when 
the convention adjourn it adjourn 
to meetonthe morning of Sept. 7 next 
to consider whatever business might be 
brouget before it. The Silkstook it as a 
Filley move to have the same delegates nom- 
inate the Congressional candidate on the day 
fixed for the reassembling of the convention. 

Ex-Congressman Frank jumped to his feet 
and asked Chairman Schweickardt what he 
meant by such a clause. 

Mr. Schweickardt did not give a satisfactory 
answerand Mr. Frank moved to strike out 
the clause. 

A. R. Hoffer got the floor next and made a 
ringing speech ayainst the clause. 
He said ifthe convention attempted to take 
such authority on itself the party would rise 
upinarms and express its disapproval of 
such an unwarranted and outrageous as- 
sumption of power. 

Chairman Foerstel of the Congressional 
Committee said the idea of adjourning over 
was to consider the advisability of calling a 
primary for delegates to the Congressional 
Convention. He. said if the convention 
wanted to save the expense of holding an ex- 
tra primary for delegates, it had the power. 

Filley was the next speaker. He said he 
did not question ce paws of the Convention 
to nominate a candidate for Congress right on 
the spot, but he would not favor any such 
action nor. would he ask the adjourned con- 
vention to take such a step. 

FRANK AND FILLEY’S TILT 

Frank again secured the floor and he 
moved the convention not to adopt the 
clause. Ifthe convention attempted sucha 
move the nominee would be defeated and the 
entire ticket would gO down. 
He denied that motive 
of the scheme was to save expense. ‘‘Any- 
body who knows anything about the primary 
law,’’ he said. *‘knows that the city primary

MATCH-MAKING IN AMERICA. 


The suit of MEIER HEMENBAUM vs. 
JULIUS GOLDWASSER, which is on the 
docket in Justice BRYON’s court, may 
be regarded asa genuine legal novelty. 
It arises from a custom prevailing in 
some parts of Europe, where the schatchen 
or match-maker is recognized as a useful 
member of society and the business of 
arranging marriages between young cou- 
ples is a recognized and paying 
vocation. The custom prevails’ es- 
pecially among the pooper classes 
of Hebrews and the match-maker 
is ugually a peddler whose occupation en- 
abl@s him to find matrimonial affinities 
which the principals to the contract have 
neither the time nor opportunity to dis- 
cover. 

The attempt to introduce the custom 
into St. Louis, however, appears to be pe- 
cuniarily as great a failure as the produc- 
tion of a play based upon it was a year or 
twoago. The match-maker in the present 
case is a deeply disappointed man. 
Young Mr. GOLDWASSER and young Miss 
SOFFLER, whom he claims to have brought 
together, are reveling in the joys of matri- 
mony while he is weeping for the fees of 
$200, which he expected to collect from the 
fathers of the couple. HEMENBAUM claims 
to have made 300 trips in the arduous task 
of making these two hearts beat as one 
for which he has not received acent and 
is out the wear and tear upon his shoe 
leather and feelings. Although there is no 
complaint as to the quality of the goods 
or the satisfactoriness of the arrange- 
ments on the part of the happy pair and 
their parents, they deny that the schat- 
chen was employed or was necessary in 
the delicate preliminaries of the matri- 
monial combination. 

There is no telling what legal view of 
the controversy may be taken by the Jus- 
tice of the Peace, but the chances are that 
Match-maker HEMENBAUM will get more 
experience than money out of his transac- 
tion. Match-making is a popular occupa- 
tion in this country, but it is regarded as 
labor of love, and the match-makers are 
content with the rewards qf a conscious- 
ness of meritorious conduct. With Chi- 
cago and South Dakota at hand, marriage 
is too uncertain a venture for heavy invest- 
ment in matrimonial fees, and the youth 
of the land have too much freedom and 
good sense to depend upon a paid agent to 
do their courting forthem.

Out of the 111 votes cast Grund received 
but 30. John T. Crowe of Franklin County, 
who was suspected of Silk Stocking affilla- 
tions, was knocked out also, recelving but 
28 votes. The election of Autenreith and 
Besch was brought about through a compl- 
nation between the city and St. Louis County 
delegates, and this made the Franklin Coun- 
ty delegates mad. 

Filley was invited to the convention and he 
drove out from thecity ina buggy reaching 
the ball just as the convention had nomi- 
inated the alternates.

FIRST ANNOUNCEMENT OF A GREAT. 


POLITICAL BARGAIN. 


The Millionaire New Yorker Believed to 
Have Tapped His Barrel—A Great 
Scheme Disclosed—Alger Will Have 
Support at Winneapolis—Wisconsin 
Will Go Democratic—Politics. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The name o 
Roswell Pettibone Flower will be presented to 
the Democratic National Convention as a 
candidate for President. This is a prema- 
ture statement, butitistrue; The prepared 
interview with Senator Hill, which was 
printed in several of the New York papers 
Tuesday morning, in which the Senator 
praises Gov. Flower, is taken to mean that 
Fiower is now Hill’s candidate for President. 
Hill might have taken Gorman, but he thinks 
that the Maryland Senator has treated him 
badly, sohe has yleldedto the pressure of 
Murphy and Sheehan and concluded to de- 
mand the nomination of Flower. He would 
have been contented with his original agree- 
ment whereby his influence was to be thrown 
to Senator Palmer of Illinois, andin case of 
that statesman’s nomination Flower was to 
have secoud place on the ticket, but!Palmer 
has persisted in adhering to Cleveland, 
which prevented the plan being carried out, 

The formal announcement that Flower will 
be a candidate of the regular organization of 
the New York Democracy may or may not be 
made before the assembling of the delegates 
at Chicago. Hill knows very well 
now, and admits it to his intimate 
friends, that he cannot be i  nomi- 
nated, but he wants to wait and 
see how many delegates he will succeed in 
capturing. He is going to geta good many 
delegates from the South, but of course not 
enough to give him any reasonable chance of 
securing the nomination for himself. 

GOOD POLITICS. 

Were he to let it be known that he had left 
“the fieldin favor of Flower a great many of 
his Southern friends would goto Cleveland, 
soitis good politicsto waitawhile. Hill’s 
friends concede that Cleveland will have over 
half the convention, butthat he can never 
get two-thirds of it, which is necessary 
to nominate him, According tothe Hill pro- 
gramme, it is believed that if Hill withdraws, 
he willl say thatfor the sake of harmony he 
will get out of the way, although he knows 
he has a better chance of carrying New York 
than Mr. Cleveland. Then the New 
York delegation will present the name of 
Flower, The proposition will appear so fair 
that a great many of the delegates who are 
for Cleveland, for the sake of harmony will 
be willing to compromise upon Flower. 
The greatest obstacle in the way 
of the successful termination of 
this plan is the answer that will be 
made by the New York Cleveland men. 
Whether it will have any weight with the 
Gelegates outside of the State remains to be 
geen. According to Mr. Clevelanda’s friends 
from New York who ere in Congress, and 
with whom I talked to-day about the Flower 
candidacy, they would prefer the nomina- 
tion and election of Hill to that of Flower, 

SHEEHAN A TYRANT. 

They have no objectionto Mr, Flower per- 
sonally, but they say that with Sheehan as 
Governor it would be impossible for Cleve- 
land men toexist in the State. They add, 
thut with ail the faults that Hill 
has, he is nothing like the tyrant 
that Sheehan has proved himself to be and 
that Flower’s campaign in New York for 
President would be practically the same as 
Sheehan running for Governor; that the 
Cleveland mugwump element would fight 
Flower on account of Sheehan more bitterly 
than they would fight Hill himself. If 
through the withdrawal of Hill and the sub- 
stitution of Fiower, Cleveland’s noml- 
nation becomes impossible, then in seif- 
defense they willinsist upon the nomination 
of Whitney or Gorman. They Delieve that 
this move of Hill’s, should it threaten to be 
successful, can be stified in this manner 
with Whitney or Gorman. Against either 
of these formidable candidates’ they 
claim that Flower could not get any- 
thing like the united support of the 
New York delegation and that it would Cause 
just as bigasplitamong the New York Dem- 
ocrats as there is now over Hill. Let this be 
as it may, Gov. Flower will be a candidate 
before the convention. A great many Cleve. 
land Democrats here belonging in the West 
say that they think it would be an excellent 


romise.

They Combine to Cover a Big Short 
Interest. 


CHICAGO, Ill., May 5.—A morning paper 
says that there isa movement among Board 
of Trade brokers to cover what is termeda 
magnificent short interest in July corn. 
**Ed’’ Pardridge is credited with being re- 
sponsible for 4,000,000 bushels on the bear 
side and twice that sum is charged to the 
**country.’’ 

A well-known broker declares that the July 


short interest is greater than is generally 
supposed. 

‘*There is still a considerable short interest 
in May corn,’’ said he, ‘‘but it is nothing 
compared with the short interest in July. 
Every wheat bear on the floor has sold July 
corn short. Chicago is the only point receiv- 
ing any quantity of grain at the present time. 
The whole volume of movement may be 
gauged by Chicago receipts and our low rail 
rates necessitate the routing of corn East 
via this point. Every Eastern market Is de- 
pending upon our receipts for their supplies 
in a great measure, Ali corn underthe grade 
ofcontract here has been sold, and the ele- 
vator firms have‘sold large quantities of new 
2 and 8 corn to arrive clear up to May 
25, sO the bulk of our future receipts has 
already been disposed of to shipping firms. In 
the meantime the interior points 
at the East are bare of corn 
and are wvuying here freely; at the 
present time it would take from 500 to 700 car 
of corn a day to flllthe Eastern demand, and 
no one need feel apprehensive until the vol- 
ume of our receipts largely increases. Farm- 
ers are clear behind on their work on account 
of the condition of the land, and will be un- 
able to do any plowing before the first of 
next week, and will be unable, even then, 
with the most favorable condition, to deliver 
corn at stations before the first of the month. 
Under these circumstances it is not at all sur- 
prising that the corn shorts are becoming 
upprehensive, especially as there is probably 
not one bushel of July corn short in this mar- 
ket that shows a profit.’’ 

One of Pardriidge’s principal brokers was 
seen at his officein the Rialto Building. When 
told of the rumor that his younger patron 
was 4,000,000 bushels short, he saidthat he 
did not believeit. ‘‘Not through this office,’’ 
saidhe. ‘‘Mr. Pardridge has confined him- 
self to wheat, so far as 1 know.’’

ROCHESTER, N. ¥Y., May 6.—Aftera vain at- 
tempt to murder his wife last night, Thomas 
Hopkins, a cartman, killed himself. Hop- 
kins had been away from home all day. He 
did not return to dinner and the wife, well 
acquainted with his ways, knew that this 
meant that he was intoxicated. The wife 
and a stepdaughter, 15 years of age, were at 
the supper table when Hopkins, grumbling 
and swearing, came into the house. 

**I’ll murder somebody,’’ he said, 
have to kill all of you to do it.’’ 

Bertha, the daughter, went into the room 
adjoining, leaving her mother and her step- 
father together. Soon Mrs, Hopkins was 
heard tocry forhelp. Rushing into the room 
Bertha saw the drunken husband chasing his 
wife and brandishing a hatchet, Twice did 
he hit the woman before the girl could inter- 
fere, inflicting ugly wounds in her forehead 
and the side of her head. Young Bertha, at 
the risk of her own life, seized the crazed 
drunkard from behind and succeeded in hold- 
ing him while her mother, staggering and 
bleeding from the ugly wounds, escaped 
from the house, crying ‘‘Murder!’’ Then 
she, with a wound from the natchet, too, 
escaped. Hopkins then went to a neighbor. 
ing door-step, where he deliberately drew a 
razor across his throat, severing the throat 
from eartoear. He died almost instantly. 
The mother’s injuries are thought to be 
fatal.

Children Cry 


for PITCH ER’S 
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DYING WITH. SEALED LIP3. 


O’Sullivan, One of the Cronin Murderers, 
Makes No Confession. 

CHiIcaco, lll., April 5.—Patrick O’Sullivan, 
the iceman, convicted as one of the conspira- 
tors implicatedin the assassination of Dr. 
Cronin, yesterday sank intoan unconscious 
condition, from which he had not recovered 
to any great degree this morning. Some of 
the attendants hardly expected that the pa- 
tient would live through the night, and when 
Capt. Kane of the night guard of the prison 
attempted to speak to him shortly before 
midnight O’Sullivan did not appear to recog: 
nize him. O’Sullivan makes no complaint, 
but lies quietly in his cot all day. 

The possibility of O’Sullivan making a 
confession, or dying statement which would 
shed new light on some of the many mys- 
teries still surrounding the murder of Cron 
has attracted a great deal of attention, an 
given rise to many stories. So far the prison 
officials deny that O’Sullivan has said a word 
about the tragedy since he was taken ill, 
His doctors say he is dying of consumption, 
Warden Dement informeda visitor that he 
knew the iceman was innocent of 
any connection with the  Clan-na- 
Gael tragedy. Many have observed 
that the treatment accorded O’Sullivan, ever 
since his condition became a matter of public 
talk, and sympathy in favor of securing @ 
pardon for him was generously circulated by 
designing individuals, has been of the most 
humane order; indeed, far beyond the ordin- 
ary etiquette of State prisons. The sick 
man’s apartments could not have been more 
easy of approach to friends and relatives had 
they been in Cook County ae at 
Chicago. Even to-day, while O’Sullivan is 
lying in a comatose condition, callers are 
freely admitted. 

The friends of the murdered Dr. Cronin be- 
lieve that these visitors from Chicago are 
here with the determination to prevent O’Sul- 
livan from making a statement should he 
evince a disposition to do so, and to see that 
he goes to the grave with his secret untold. 

Deputy Warden Merrill says: *‘ We have no 
reason to conceal anything. Weare all law 
officers, and if 1 thought a convict was to con- 
fess anything I should feel it my duty to give 
it tothe public. The law says an attorney 
may see his client in private and alone. We 
have not let them do so, because it is our duty 
to keep the convicts safe, and we trust no 
one out of our sight and hearing with any- 


y. 

** About five weeks ago I noticed that O’Sul- 
livan was failing and Lordered him to take 
his dinner at the kitchen, where he could get 
a little better flare. They might say this was 
showing favoritism to him, but I dothe same 
with all men I see failing. The first I knew 
he was in the hospital. He has not been con- 
scious for five days. He doesn’t know even 
his own brother and sister. When Mrs. Wha- 
len went to see him she said: ‘Don’t you 
know me, Pat; don’t you know me?’ and he 
did not notice her. ‘It is sister Anna, Pat; 
don’t you Know me?’ she said. He did not 
notice when his brother came. Talk about 
confession! Hehas not known enough to 
confess. He received the last rites of the 
church some time ago and so far as his mind 
is concerned and the future he is at rest. He 
never alludes to the crime in his delerium, so 
his mind must be atrest. What he confessed 
to Father Damon or Father Daniels they only 
know and they will never tell. 


ATTORNEY HYNES NOT SURPRISED. 
CHICAGO, lll., May 5.—A story has been in 
circulation here that O’Sullivan, who is dy- 
ing in the Joliet prison, told one of the Keep- 
ers that he would long ago have made a con- 


fession of what he knows aboutthe murder of 
Dr. Cronin, were it not for the fact that his 
statement would implicate a man whois the 
father of alargefamily. The attention of 
Attorney Hynes, who led the prosecution of 
the Cronin suspects was called tothis story. 
Mr. Hynes did not appear surprised at the 
statement. 

‘*Yes, O’Sullivan was about right,’’ said 
Mr. Hynes. ‘‘For some time I have been 
aware of some sensational developments in 
that direction, and I dare say that before 
long a great deal of a startling nature will be 
brought out. Itis true that a hitherto un- 
mentioned person, a man of family, is under 
suspicion and surveillance for his connection 
with the murder. When I first obtained the 
almost conclusive proof that this was one of 
the parties we should have had ontrial with 
the otber conspirators, | was almost struck 
dumb with astonishment. Why his name 
had never been connected with the case 
before that I could not imagine. It really 
seemed as if the many sleuths that were 
mixed up in the case should have discovered 
this accessory.’’ ) 

*‘-Do you think O’Sullivan may yet makea 
confession as to this man?’’ 

‘-Itis just possible that he may overcome 
hisapat\y. However, we have enough ofa 
clue to work upon, and the people may rest 
assured that when we obtain all of the proof 
necessary the man will be brought to bay.’’ 

‘*You don’t wish toindicate his identity?’’ 

‘*That would never do. Suffice to say that 
O’Sullivan knows what he is talking about.’’

The Exclusion Act Now Only Needs 
Harrison’s Signature. 


PROVISIONS THAT WILL EFFECTUALLY 
STOP THE IMMIGRATION. 


The Conference Measure as Passed Satis- 
fies All Demands—Ship Oanal Projected 
From Lake Erie to the Ohio River— 
Capital Notes—Congressional Proceed- 
ings—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 5.—The  Vice- 
President at 12:15 p. m. announced his signa- 
ture to the enrolled amended Chinese bill, 
which (having been signed by Speaker Crisp) 
now goes back to the House for transmission 
to the President, It is claimed that the exist- 
ing laws expire to-morrow. 

This law, known asthe Geary law, having 
been intronuced by the Calilornia member of 
that name,in Congress on the 2d of April, 
practically bars the way against the subjects 
of the Emperor getting a foothold on 
American soil. It absolutely prohibits any 
Chinese, whether or not subjects of China 
(excepting diplomatic and consular 
officers and servants), from enter- 
ing the United States, and the Chinese 
who may hereafter leave this country are 
prohibited from returning. It makes liable 
toarrest upon warrant issued by any Justice, 
Judge or United States Commissioner Chinese 
entering the United States by crossing its 
boundary lines or found unlawfully in the 
United States, and provides for the punish- 
ment of the Chinese by imprisonment 
not exceeding five years and subsequent re- 
moval from the United States to the country 
whence they came; provided that when they 
came to the United States from China by way 
of contiguous territory they shall be returned 
to China. 
China and all Chinese, even if subjects of any 
other foreign power. 

A proviso allows the Secretary of the 
Treasury toadmit Chinese other than labor- 
ers or artisans totemporarily visit the United 
States under such rules as he may prescribe. 
The last clause repeals all acts inconsistent 
with this, and sets aside the provisions of all 
treaties now in force between the United 
States and China which may conflict with the 
provisions of this act. Violations of the law 
will be followed by fine ana imprisonment.

addressedthe Senate in opposition to the 
views of the majority of the Committee on 
Indian Affairs, who had reported that there 
was not good reason why the appropriation 
should be longer withheld. 

After unimportant routine business the 
House went into the Committee of the Whole 
(Mr. Hatch in the chair) on the river and 
harbor appropriation bill, general debate to 
be limited totwo hours. 

Mr. Holman (Dem.) of Indlana spoke 
against the bill. He cited the works appro- 
priated for last Congress—by contract—in- 
cluding Galveston harbor, Philadelphia har- 
bor, Hay Lake channel, Michigan; St. Morris 
River, Wisconsin, and Baltimore harbor, in 
all $16,122,929—which he thought was most 
extruvagant anda policy fraught with 
danger,

COAL RATES, 


Views of President Roberts, of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 5.—In an interview 
President Roberts, of the Pennsylvania Rall- 
road, gave his views upon coal rates as fol- 
lows: 

‘“*I have never been able to close my eyes 
to the fact that sooner or later the disparity 
between bituminous and anthracite rates 
would cause trouble to the anthracite 
carriers who are also carriers of bituminous 
coal, and that sooner or later an equalization 
of the rates on both classes of coal would be 


forced upon them. The rates received for 
carrying bituminous coal are not over two- 
thirds of the rates per ton per mile anthracite 
coal is paying, yet bituminous coal rates are 
considered fairly remunerative. The-con- 
clusion reached by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the case of Coxe Bros. against 
the Lehigh Valley, also seemed to indicate 
that the two rates must be brought closer 
together.

This 
policy, however, having obtained among the 
larger companies, the Pennsylvania RKail- 
road was compelled previous to my 
administration, to acquire some anthracite 
coal property for the protection of customers 
on its lines as wellasits transporting inter- 
terests. This policy has been avoided ever 
since so farasit was possible to do so. At 
the present time the manufacturing interests 
of the country as well as the mining indus- 
tries areina very depressed condition, and 
it seems to be a’necessity in the bituminous 
traffic as well as in the iron industries for the 
transporter to make concessions ina variety 
of ways In the endeavor to keep these indus- 
triesina productive condition. The policy 
now proposed, as I understand it, 
the handling of the anthracite product 
is to be the reverse and would mean anen- 
deavor to secure higher prices for anthracite 
coal, which is so NecesSary to many of our 
industrial interests,andalso higher prices for 
the transportation thereof, by curtailing the 
product. This certainly seemsto bea very 
unwise polley to pursue: 

**Our company does not believe that it Is in 
the interest:of4dthe public or of its share- 
holders to becomea party to a combination 
which proposes te restrict the production of 
anarticlie which is as necessary as anthra- 
cite coalto the commercial prosperity of the 
country. We belleve such policy must inev- 
itably result in arraying the public and the 
constituted autharities against companies 
which pursue stich a policy and end in 
disaster to all Corporate interests.

The Demand for Houses Greater Than 
Ever Before and Practically: No Va-

Lonpow, May 5.—The condition of the Duke 
of Westminster’s race horse Orme, continues

The 
fact that the alleged poisoning of the horse 
compelled his being scratched for the 2,000 
guineas race Was greatly regretted by true 
sportsmen, and it was feared he would not be 
able torun inthe Derby. He wasa favorite 
in the betting for both the 2,000 guineas and 
the Derby and the turf would be greatly 
pleased to see him enter in the last mentioned 
race, 

Orme is a descendant of Derby winners. 
Doncaster, who won the race in 1878, was the 
sire of Ben D’Or, who won it in 1880. In 1886, 
Ormonde, a son of Ben D’Or, won, and Orme, 
the son of Ormonde, was thought, prior to 
his illness, a pretty sure winner this year.
